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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Additionally, it should be noted that Applicant 
should comply with the rules on making amendments to the application (CFR 37 
§1.121). The applicable portions of that rule are posted below: 

(b)Specification . Amendments to the specification, other than the claims, 
computer listings (§ 1 .96) and sequence listings (§ 1 .825), must be made by adding, 
deleting or replacing a paragraph, by replacing a section, or by a substitute 
specification, in the manner specified in this section. 

(1) Amendment to delete, replace, or add a paragraph. Amendments to the 
specification, including amendment to a section heading or the title of the invention 
which are considered for amendment purposes to be an amendment of a paragraph, 
must be made by submitting:

Drawings

of claim 2, line 9, and "the base portion... placed inside a cooler" of claim 3 must be 
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shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 6/08/06 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the "means to attach the 
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base portion" in paragraph 2 line 4 of the amended detailed description; the rim 
extending above the tote kit top wall in Fig 4. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Neither the reference in claim 1 to "a removable 
plastic bag" nor the reference in claim 2 to "attaching means" have support in the 
original drawings or original specification and therefore are considered new matter and 
will not be addressed in this application. The "front wall, back wall and opposing end 
walls extending up from said bottom wall and slightly past said top wall to create a 
place" is new matter not supported by the original specification and drawings. 
Additionally, claim 3, in its entirety, fails to rely on the existing disclosure and therefore 
is considered new matter as well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moore (US Pat 4,841,661) insofar as the subject matter is supported by the original 
disclosure. 

With respect to claim 1, Moore discloses a main body (Moore Fig 1 ref 10) having 
bottom, front, back and opposite end walls which extend up from the bottom wall 
defining an interior space (37), a lid (20) and a drawer (31) comprising a plurality of 
partitions (32,32a) and a lock (12a), wherein the drawer extends through the front wall 
of the main body portion (Fig 1 generally) 

With respect to claim 2, Moore discloses a base portion (Fig 2 ref 30) having 
bottom, front, back and opposite end walls which extend up from the bottom wall, a 
drawer (31) comprising a plurality of partitions (32,32a) and a lock (12a), wherein the 
drawer extends through the front wall. Moore also discloses a cooler (37) secured to 
the base portion. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moore 
(US Pat 4,841 ,661). 

With respect to claim 1 , official notice is taken that it is old and conventional to 
provide plastic bags for storing bait and catch and placing it within a cooler/tackle box to 
keep the interior of the cooler/tackle box clean, to avoid unpleasant smells of the 
bait/catch, and to keep the bait/catch separate from other items used for a fishing 
outing. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide a plastic bag for storing bait and catch within 
the cooler/tackle box for easier identification of bait/catch and better cleanliness to the 
cooler/tackle box and other items stored inside.

If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed amendment 
after final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it merely cancels claims 
or complies with a formal requirement made earlier. Amendments touching the merits 
of the application which otherwise might not be proper may be admitted upon a showing 
a good and sufficient reasons why they are necessary and why they were not presented 
earlier. 
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A reply under 37 CFR 1 .1 13 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, or 
cancellation of, each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final rejection, 
whether or not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory period for reply to 
the final rejection unless the examiner holds the claims to be in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, if a Notice of Appeal has not been filed properly within the period for reply, 
or any extension of this period obtained under either 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a) or (b), the 
application will become abandoned.
